43. A transgenic mouse whose genome comprises at least one transgene comprising a 
nucleic acid sequence encoding alpha- 1-antichymotrypsin (ACT) operably linked to a glial 
fibrillary acidic protein (GFAP) promoter effecfive for expression of said nucleic acid sequence 
in the brain tissue of said transgenic mouse, wherein when said transgenic mouse is crossed with 
a second transgenic mouse whose genome comprises a nucleic acid sequence encoding an 
amyloid precursor protein (APP) V71 7 mutant or whose genome is homozygous for a non- 
functional apolipoprotein^ (ApoE) gene, progeny are produced having an increased rate or 
extent of amyloid formation within the brain tissue. 

53. A transgenic mouse whose genome comprises at least one transgene comprising a 
nucleic acid sequence encoding alpha- 1-antichymotrypsin (ACT) operably linked to a glial 
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fibrillary acid protein (GFAP) promoter effective for expression of said nucleic acid sequence in 
the brain tissue of said transgenic mouse, wherein said genome: 

(a) further comprises a second transgene comprising a nucleic acid sequence encoding an 
amyloid precursor protein (APP) V717 mutant; or 

(b) is homozygous for a non-functional apolipoprotein^ (ApoE) gene; or 

(c) further comprises a second transgene comprising a nucleic acid sequence encoding an 
amyloid precursor protein (APP) V717 mutant, and is homozygous for a non-functional 
apolipoproteinJE gene; 

and wherein said transgenic mouse has an increased rate or extent of amyloid formation within 
the brain tissue.
